Last issue, in the adjudication for the 1 970C moves, for France . (Peter v Comber) 
the notation "/cxoyes received after adjudication,/" appeared.. This ie exactly what 
haupereds Peter's moves arrived after I had adjudicated and reported the moves to 
the players. In his moves he wrote: 

"I am sorry the moves are late, but I did not receive "Atlantis until Dec 29th 
or 50th, past the deadline date. Since I was preoccupied by the holidays I cou?.d 
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only get to them now. I hope I "will not be penalized since it was not my fault." 

What obviously happened waa that the TT.S. Post Office did not deliver the 
adjudication and deadline notice that I sens Peter early in Dsce^b sr. Th-3 Post 
Office has done this to me m-iny times, so I know how Peter fee?* .3. The problem I 
face is, do I accept the moves that Peter sent in? Granted, it is not his fault 
they did not get in. I'm suri* that he would have sent in his moves in plenty of 
time had not the Post Office did its usual miserable job. But the irovee for that 
season have already gone out.. What' I think my dilemma is is this: ':"h-r9 are 
several things open to me. 1) 'I' ban ignore the problem, and call iox "Winter 
190V adjustments as scheduled; or, 2) Add Peter's moves to those I already have, 
and adjudicate as if they were received on tims; or, 3) Ask for n*w "5*sll 1 >-0<V' 
moves from all the players. 

What I will do depends on you, the players in t9?0C. You have until the 
next deadline date, 9 February 1971, to write me with your opinions and suggest*, 
ions. You can have me do any of the three things I suggested above, or ask me to 
do something else. I will print the Buggostions I receive, without identifying 
the authors, and try to abide by the players* wishes. 

It!s up to you players. Just remember that what happened to Peter could 
also happen to you. If I don't get anything, I'll- make my own decision*

. St. Peerigrad; 23 December 1904: 

Following a' special' meeting here of the Supram* War Council the Czar today 
ordered the armies of Russia to prepare to repell the German invaders who have made 
some inroads into northern Ryssia. The Czar also ordered the armies to carry the 
war into Germany itself and announced no mercy would be shown to the Germain-) 

The Czar announced that the Government is willing to consider allowing the 
English forces currently in northern Russia to remain there without opposition 
provided the English refrain from using them against Russian forces.; Tha Czar 
.also once again called on the French to rise and turn against the German warmongers. 

St. Peerigrad; 23 December 1904: 

The Government, acting through the Duma and Royal Council, today approved a 
measure dissolving the Russian Empire and reconstituting It the Greater Peerian 
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Empire, to be ruled by the former Grand Duke Alexi Babinski, Prince of Peerijayo. 
.The Grand Duke has chosen, to reign under the title of PeeriinaSimus J I, Emperor of' ' p 
Emperors, King of Kings, Prince of Peace, etc. The Emperor f e possessions will 
include Russia, Austria, and Turkey, and any additional areas which may be added 
to the Empire from. time, to time, The Emperor's first act after taking control 
of the Empire was to announce that the Empire would soon sign a treaty with Ttialy 
granting it special trading and other privliges with the Empire. 

St- Peerigrad; 26 December I90*f: f

Yet if we sought the ring without using the Seman, 
it might be possible." 

"Then let us try* Leomund began, "for to allow the chance for total victory 
to slip by would be folly. Our first plan is brilliant, but, as you know, it 
could easily fail." 

Von Fluffy and Trevanion were summoned before the King. Both were as screwed 
up as before, singing and generally being clumsy in their own fashion* When Leomund 
held the ring up and began the incantation von Fluffy quickly responded and challen- 
ged Leomund* s power. Von Fluffy wielded the ring well in this state, and Leomund 
had to act rapidly to overtake and offset him.
